Following is an excerpt from 
her letter " Just a few weeks after you were here Alan had a sudden hemorhaging one evening - he lost 
over 10 litres of blood - got the ambulance -he had lost over ten litres of blood - 2 weeks of intensive 
invasive tests - finally gastroenterologist surgeon operated -thought they'd have to take out the whole 
colon but thankfully settled on 11" of the sigmoid end. While he was in , I dislocated my hip for the 6th 
time just pushing down the bed sheets. So off in the ambulance myself into emergency - while in, the 
orthopods decided to do a revision so have a new head & socket. Would you believe I then put out the 
new one while working with 2 physios !! So now I'm in my body brace ... can't do any housework or 
gardening so have to hire people to do it which I hate - damn, damn, damn " 

Our next port of call was Comox to visit Ann Hughes Bing and Pat. We travelled up the coast by train 
(delightful scenery) . No chance of our not recognizing Ann on meeting ! As we alighted from the train 
we knew her instantly by the MES sign she was waving. ( you'll recognize her too in the collage of 
pictures I've enclosed ). - They took us on a tour of Comox and surroundings and as we were looking at 
the view around the Air base we found ourselves with front row seats to watch practice sessions of the ' 
Snow Birds '. Jack and Ann and I had tea one afternoon with Betty Cranston Robinson, (see collage ) 
Ann and Pat drove us to the ferry for the return to Vancouver .
